Some Woodford County Facts 
That Prove Value of Weed 
Giveii by^Aothority 

In the Woodford Sun^ John D. 
Newman gives some interiesting facts 
on what it costa to produce tobacco. 
What he aaym be of interest to 

every tobaceo growjer in this section. 

He writes: 

The Burley Tobacco Growers' Ass(r- 
ciation has been organized recently 
and has elected its officers to serve 
until the first of March. Its purpose 
until the first of March. Its purposes 
are not to pool the tobacco, not to 
cut out a crop and not to tie up the 
tobacco belonging to its membership 
in any way. It will endeavor to as- 
certain facts in regard to the burley 
tobacco business atid to present these 
facts to the producer, to the public 
and to the manufacturer. It will 
urge the curtailrment of Burley pro- 
duction until supply and demand meet 
and will insist that 'a' good erop of 
tobacco bring the cost of piroduction 
and a fair profit. 

Let us begin at home and try to 
ascertain what it has cost to produce 
the present crop of burley in Wood- 
ford county. What is true of Wood- 
ford is practically true in adjoining 
counties. I think ,a fair estimate 
would be that there are 10,000 acres 
planted to tobacco this year in Wood- 
ford county. On an average, one man 
and his family can grow and handle 
>'bout six acres of tobacco. This and 
a few acres of com and a small gar- 
(ien will keep a family pretty busy at 
all tim,es. The average family is 
five persons. Ten months out of the 
year ai'e required in planting, culti- 
vating, housing, stripping and mar- 
keting the tobacco crop. Time may be 
found to grow 10 or 15 acres of corn. 
The teams, cows and hogs will con- 
sume all the tenant's share of the 
rorn. He possibly may find time to 
do a few days work for his landlord 
and his neighboi-. In this way, he 
may be able to clothe his family and 
himself. ' 

The great money cio;) of \V(>!>dford 
count.v, botii for iaudoWT»er and ten- 
ant, is the tobacco crop. The time 
was in this county when wheat wa.s 
grown, sold and shipped away from 
here in large quantities and bank de- 
po.'^its in( rea.«e<I m.-iterially. Corn 
and live ^ock shipments were also 
a factor in bank deposits. The money 
received f rom wheat this year in the 
county was hardly noticeable in bank 
statements. The receipts from com 
and live stock cau.sed .scarely a rip- 
ple in financial affairs. Receipts 
from tobacco, on the other hand, 
largely incieased bank deposits. 
These reach their high point in Feb- 
ruary and March. 

Anotlicr tobacro crop \.< then stai't- 
rtl and at lea.st 10,000,000 pounds of 
tobacco ae produced annually in our 
county. A thousand pounds to the 
acre is a large estimate for this coun- 
ty this sea.son. The yield will be 
nearer S^iO pounds. At best, a man 
and his fa!nily will receive 3,000 
pounds of tobacco as liis share of the 
crop. If he and other members of 
and his tobacco .'<ells at 30 cents a 
pound, he receives $900. If his meals 
co.st 20 cents per person, it will cost 
$3 per day to feed his family, or ex- 
actly $900 for 30 days. He must 
work at something else the. other 65 
day.s in order to live. 

How can he save anything at such 
wages? The landowner mjust contri- 
bute something to his support in or- 
er that the tobacco grower my pull 
through;' In the long run, the land- 
owner's portion of the tobacco crop 
will cost Iiim equally as much per 
pound as the tenant's part has cost 
the tenant. It would seem that it 
was time for tlie landwoner to cease 
figuring to nwake something pff the 
tenatn's labor, and er|iially time for 
for the tenant to stop trying the get 
somethiny from the landowner for 
nothing. In our opinion, the land- 
owner and tenant should sit dowii to- 
gether and count the cost of growing 
tobacco. Then they should unite with 
other tobacco growers and demand 
the OBst of production, plus a reason- 
able profit for their product. 

At least three million of dollars 
have be«i withdrawn from bank de- 
posits in Woodford county since 
March and invested in the present to- 
bacco crop. At 30 cents per pound, 
ten million pounds of Woodford coun- 
ty tobacco would simply return this 
m<oney to the banks during the to- 
bacco sales season. At 20 cents a 
pounds tliis crop would lose the grow- 
ers of Woodford a million dollars, 
which would be reflected In Ifank de- 
posits. 

A- united effort of banks, business 
men, landowners and tenants thro- 
out the barley region can unquesticfn- 



ably dictate a fair price for our tobac- 
co crop, or result in candling the crop 
until there is no loss from its pro- 
duction.
